WASHINGTON, Jan, 23-——Changes

Conferenee of Leaders Ends 
Without Agreement 
Being Reached

GENEVA, Jan. 23-—Negotiations 
seeking an exit from the opium con- 
‘ference deadlock continued _ this 
morning, but without any visible 
result. At today’s private meeting, 
Viscount Cecil, Edouard Daladier, 
and Dr. Zahle, president of the con- 
ference, were present but Stephen G. 
Porter held severely aloof. After the 
Celegates had conferred for some 
time, Lord Cecil left the league sec- 
retariat, where the meeting had been 
held and went to Mr. Porter's hotel. 
They remained in conversation in 
Mr. Porter's apartment nearly an 
hour, when both descended and, after 
shaking hands, Lord Cecil left for 
‘his hotel. 

Asked by the representative of 
The Christian Science Monitor as to 
the result cf the conversation, Mr. 
Porter stated that no agreement had 
been reached, and to a further ques- 
tion whether the way waa left open 
for the resumption of negotiations, 
replied that he did not know. Lord 
Cecil, overtaken on entering his ho- 
tel, made a similar response, and to 
an inquiry whether a break-up was 
likely, said: “Oh, | don't think the 
conference will break up.” Whether 
he thought all the present delegation 
would remain, however, he would 
not say. 


Delegation May Continue 
Efforts Without Mr. Porter 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 22--Stephen 
G. Porter, who has threatened to 
withdraw from the Geneva opium 
conference and return to the United 
States, conducting the negotia- 
tions with full plenary powers, and 
without any set instructions. He has 
not reported very fully to Washing- 
ton during the last few days. Should 
Mr. Porter return, it is considered 
possible that his colleagues on the 
delegation may remain and continue 
the effort to reconcile Bfitish and 
American opinion. 

As the disagreement between 
Porter and Vis¢ount Cecil under 
stood here, it has to do with the 
strong feeling of the head of the 
British delegation that it would be 
useless to agree to suppress produc- 
tion of nonmedicinal opium ig terri- 
tory under British mn Oe until 
opium production in China has been 
controlled. Mr. Porter's insistence 
upon an agreement to stamp out 
opium production is based upon a be- 
lief that, due to chaotic conditions in 
China, it would be hopeless to await 
control of.opium production there. 

In the absence of more complete 
advices from Geneva, the State De- 
partment declined today to comment 
on the present situation. Mr. Porter 
was attacked and defended today on 
phe floor of the House for his activ- 
ities at Geneva. 

Representatives Hlanton, Demo- 
crat, Vexas, declared the participa 
tion of Mr. Porter aud his colleagues 
in the conference was another ex- 
ample of unauthorized meddling by 
Americans in European affairs.

Stephen G. Porter May Return 
Shortly to the United States 


GENEVA. Jan. 23 (4P)—-At a private 
meeting today between Stephen G. 
Porter and Viscount Cecil, Lord Cecil 
told Mr. Porter he had not looked 
favorably on the proposal of some 
of the smaller states to adjourn the 
conference for about a year, but said 
his decision on this point was not

Before the joint legislative commit- 
tee on Metropolitan Affairs at the 
State House today, Van Ness H. 
Bates, of Brookline, consultant of 
the Metropolitan Improvement Asso- 
clation, urged favorable report on 
his bill for a special commission to 
construct a bridge across Boston 
Harbor which, he has estimated, can 
be built for $15,000,000. 

Mr. Bates said that the bridge 
would provide direct access from 
Boston and Cambridge to East Bos- 
ton and thereby enhance the valu- 
ation of the property in that part of 
the city by five times its present fig- 
ure. He held that the North Shore 
district would be brought 30 minutes 
closer to Boston and that the project 
would unify the metropolitan dis- 
trict. It also would make it possi- 
ble for the city of Boston to do away 
with its ferry service to East Hos- 
ton and thereby avoid the present 
yearly deficit of $500,000. 

Mr. Bates said a belt 
road freight must be constructed if 
Boston is to develop properly and 
said that $1,009,000 added to the cost 
of the bridge would make it able to

Ahmed Ziwar Pasha was to be a 
Ministry of Affairs only, has been 
proved to be wrong. Equally incor- 
rect, it is now seen, was the theory 
that the present Cabinet was only a 


stopgap, to tide over a critical period 
in the nation’s history and soon to 
sive way to a successor of a more 
definite political coloring. The 
Yiwar/ministry is a political min- 
istry in the fullest sense of the word. 
and it is a fighting ministry, too, de- 
termined to remain in office and to 
use every possible means to keep 
itself in office. 
' [t is worth while briefly to re- 
‘capitulate the events which have led 
up to the present situation. When 
Zaghiul Pasha returned from london 
he was fully convinced that the only 
wise policy for him to adopt was one 
of conciliation toward Great Britain. 
He had learned, in London, that a 
repetition of the summer's tactics of 
repeatediy and deliberately flouting 
Lritish wishes would, especially with 
« Conservative Government in power 
in England, inevitably and speedily 
react disastrously upon the Egyptian 
hopes of fuller independence. 
Zaghlul's moderate views were not 
shared by the more extreme elements 
of kis party, which was faced with 
the certainty of losing many of its 
members if its leader persisted in his 
moderation. Aly Bey Shamsy. a 
young and ambitious politician, who 
has made his mark in: Parliament, 
announced his intention of joining 
the Hisb el Watani, or Nationalist 
Party, the Diehards of Egyptian poli- 
tics. Faced with this disaffection, 
Zaghiul Pasha capitulated, and threw 
‘his moderation to the winds. A 
policy¥ of vigorous opposition to Great 
' Britain was decided upon. 


_ Minister of France Resigns 

As a result of this decision, Mo- 
hammed Tewfik Pasha Nessim, 
Minister of Finance, and twice pre- 
viously Prime Minister, one of King 
Fuad’s most trusted advisers, 
had only originally joined the Cabi- 
net because King Fuad wished him 
to do so, resigned. He realized, and 
King Fuad realized, that if it were 
to come to a battle of strength be- 


tween Zaghlul and the Brjtish Gov- 
ernment, the best side for King Fuad 
to be on was the British side. So 
the eight-months old alliance be- 
iween the Premier and the King 
was broken. The King, who had 
enly tolerated Zaghlul because he 
Was 80 enormously popular, now saw 
that Zaghlul’s fall was inevitable, 
and did all in his power to hasten it. 

The vacant Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs was given to Aly Bey Shamsy. 
as the price of his continued fidelity 
to Zaghlul. while other - followers, 
more extreme, and strongly sus- 
pected by the British authorities of 
connivance, if not participation, in 
murder, were given high Govern- 
ment appointments. Those nomina- 
tions were the throwing down of the 
challenge to the British Government. 
Zaghlul had committed a fatal error. 
lie had ranged against himself both 
the King and the British representa- 
tive. 

In recent years there have been 
three forces which have counted in 
Egyptian politics, the King, Zaghlul 
Pasha, and the British Residency. 
in the last resort, it is the last 
named which is omnipotent, but, up 
to a certain limit, anyone who could 
command #fe support of any two of 
these forces was secure in office. 
Sarwat Pasha, in 1922, although his 
Government was hated throughout 
the country, then almost unani- 
mously Zaghlulist, held sway until 
he offended King Fuad. From that 
time to his fall was a matter of a 
few weeks only. 


“Zaghlul or Revolution” 


The crisis was not long in coming. 
Zaghiul Pasha, realizing that the 
palace was working for his downfall, 
determined. to frighten the King. He 
handed in his resignation and simul- 
taneously sent his student bands to 
stand. before the palac e and shout 
“Zaghlul or revolution” through the 
courtyard gates. The plan suc- 
chated: the King begged Zaghlul to 
withdraw his resignation and. ac- 
cepted the conditions which the 
Premier imposed. 

Zaghiul Pasha bad.won a momen- 
tary victory, but his eventual defeat 
would have been none the léss cer- 
tain even had not the murder of the 
Sirdar brought down on the Egyp- 
tian Government an ultimatum whose 
terms corer Pasha would not 
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accept. His resignation, and the 
adjournment of Parliament, paved 
the way for the coming of Ahmed 
Ziwar Pasha, nominally a supporter 
of Zaghiul, but in reality a personal 
friend of the King and on excellent 
terms with the British representative 
in Egypt. 

Ziwar Pasha, a Turk by 
was educated in a Jesuit school, and 
would have become a convert to 
Christianity but for the opposition 
of his parents. Of European tastes, 
French is to him an easier language 
than Arabic, 
of his life abroad. Comfortable and 
easy going, he has no desire to fig- 
ure in the limelight, and has only 
now accepted office at the earnest 
entreaty of the King, and because 
he believes that, unless somebody of 
moderate views takes a hand at con- 
trolling the country, 
anarchy. < 

Ziwar Ministry Weak 

As originally formed, the 
Ministry lacked strength. 
mier had the qualities neither of a

“which it lacked. Tewfik Pasha Nessim. 
an administrator of the old school 
with decided views on discipline, was 
appointed Minister of Education to 
cow the schoolboys and _ students 
who, ‘encouraged by Zaghlul, have 
for years been terrorizing the coun- 
try. Ismail Sidky Pasha was ap- 
pointed Minister of the Interior. 

Ismail Sidky Pasha is the man of 
the moment in Egypt. Still com- 
paratively young, well educated in 
European schools and colleges, ex- 
ceedingly intelligent and well in- 
formed, he was a member of the 
‘“Sarwat Ministry of 1922, and then 
incurred the bitter hatred of the 
Zaghlulists, who have since never 
lost an opportunity to hold him up 
to popular hatred as a traitor. Sid- 
Ky Pasha was, on the Egyptian side, 
one of the authors of the Declaration 
of 1922, which gave Egypt her in- 
dependence, the document which has 
always been described by Zaghlul as 
a betrayal of Egypt's rights.., 

A Hostile Parliament 

The Ziwar Ministry has no par- 
liamentary backing. It has, indeed, 
a bitterly hostile parliament behind 
‘it. Hence the need for a dissolution 


and new elections in which a ma-_| 


jority must be secured. And, if any 
‘man can secure it, Sidky Pasha 
‘that man. To him is intrusted the 
task of converting an electorate 
Which, at the last election, was 90 
per cent Zazhlulist. 

The conversion campaign has 
already begun. The administration 
is being purged of all Zaghfulists 
holding high office, and supporters 
of the present Ministry are. being 
appointed in their stead. The Gov- 
ernment imachinery is to ‘be used to 
the fullest possible extent to 
suade voters to change their former 
opinions. It goes without saying that 
methods of persuasion will be used 
which, in Western countries, would 
be regarded as remarkable, to say 
the least of it.

For best of 
all, they can learn their profession 
there without encountering the ob- 
jectionable conditions that prevail, by 
repute if not in fact,in old-time opera 
houses. Then, too, they can learn it 
under accomplished academic guid- 
ance and under skilled vocal and 
dramatic leading. 

Sung in English 

All young, singers, I say; 
it for grafited that every person of 
promise is welcome. But it means 
being trained to sing opera in Eng- 
lish, inasmuch as English, if I mis- 
take not. will remain the speech of 
ithe Rochester American Opera Com- 
pany, Those who would feel hap- 
pier, held -within traditional linguis- 
tic bounds than they would, released 
'o new areas of communication and 
expression, had better, perhaps, count 
this conservatory out-of their cal- 
(lations. 

It strikes me as a question, after 
all, of whether a singer shall be 
content with merely sounding the 
note in the ears of listeners, or 
whether he shall desire not only to 
do that but to write the word in 
their hearts also. 

Another difficulty can at once pe 
imagined.

Sealing Wax Place Cards and Favors 


0 FIND in stores party favors 
and place cards that are 
tinctly individual is often im- 

possible. The thing to do, then, is 
to design and make them. This 
can be done by learning the methods 
weed in the various objects shown 
in the illustration, all of which are 
carried out in sealing wax. 

Let us take first the oblong card in 
the lower left-hand corner, with the 
simple ornament at one end. A small 
circle is cut from black passe par- 
tout picture binding and is stuck on 
a plain white’ card. Around the 
edge of the black circle are arranged 
in wreath-like effect groups of seal- 
ing wax roses in various 
shades and green !eaves.

spatula, a wax molder and a small 


alcohol lamp. A rose is usua.ly 
more effective if two or three shates 
are used in its making. Hold, until 
it is soft, a stick of sealing wax

A rose leaf is fashioned by holdin:

wax lengthwise of the leaf. hollow 
ing out the leaf slightly in the cente: 

A little practice on a piece of cara- 
board before starting the actual work 
on the place cards will show you how 
simple and easy it is to make shapel\ 
flowers. Remember always that a 
few euts or strokes are more effectiv: 
in producing realistic results thau 
are fussy methods. . 

One need.not be able to 
all to obtain exceptionally artist. 

A printed design cut from 
a paper napkin, a seal, or even 3a 
colored picture cut from a magazine 
can be pasted on a card and covered 
With the wax. Heat the wax until 
soft and scrape off a very little with 
the spatula; pass the spatula throug:

time a different color is applied and 
use wax whose colors are as similar 
as possible to the printed pattern 
Cover some parts quite heavily so 
that-a raised effect will result. 
Making the Place Cards and Favors 

The place cards with the basket 
of flowers requires a bit of clever- 
ness and ingenuity. The design is 4 
piece of black passe-partout binding 
cut basket shape and pasted to 
rather wide card in the position 
shown. Wax roses, which are com- 
posed of blending shades of pink, 
violet, vellow and blue are then filled 
in. At this stage the outline above 
the flowers is cut out and the re 
mainder of the card cut to the 
sired-shape and size. Finally, three 
strips of the passe-partout binding, 
gummed together, are added -for the 
handle. 

The rose and leaves in the 
candle-holder are made in the man- 
ner already described, except that 
they are much larger and thicker 
and require more strokes with the 
tools. Drop by drop each layer of 
wax is added and smoothed out, and 
at least three shades are used. The 
hole in the center is dug with the 
wax molder, heated, and should be 
just large enough to hold a_ tiny 
taper which, of course, must har- 
‘monize in color with other decora- 
tions. 

The bolt of lingerie ribben in its 
decorative box is a dainty and use- 
ful favor. Strips of black passe- 
partout binding are pasted on a 
small square box, and in the lid a 
slit is made through which the rib- 
born conveniently runs. Garlands of 
sealing-wax daisies and roses are 
added. ‘The daisies are made by 
scraping a bit of softertied vellow wax 
on the spatula and making each 
petal withvone stroke, which should 
be away from the center, and after- 
wards dropping on specks of black 
wax for the centers. If for-get-me- 
nots are preferred to daisies or 
roses, a Slightly more raised effect 
is necessary. This is produced by 
upplving one drop for each petal and 
after the wax has cooled, shaping the 
petals with the heated spatula. 

Modeling With Wax 

The- little flower pot is painted 
with sealing-wax paint. A soft lav- 
ender tint, with touches of green and 
zold, makes ane attractive color 
scheme, with a wild rose in palest 
pink laid on in thick wax. A flower 
can be made or bought as preferred. 

Sealing-wax paint is produced by 
breaking the wax into smali pieces, 
placing them in screw-top jars, such 
jelly elasses with tin lids, and 
covering the bits of wax scantily 
with denatured alcohol. Thev should 
Stand in this solution over night or 
longer. The paint must be of cream- 
like thickness and applied with a 
camel’s-hair brush. If it is too thin, 
permit some of the alcohol to evap-

EDITORIALS 


The drafting of the Geneva Protocol and the 


emergence of the problem of security in the 
forefront of European 
difficulties have brought 
forward also the compli- 
cations which confront 
the nations of the 
British Commonwealth 
in the conduct of their 
foreign policy. In the 
old days before the war 
the conduct of the foreign policy of the British 
Kkmpire was left entirely in - the hands of Great 
iritain. save for an exchange of views at the 
imperial conferences whieh assembled every 
four vears. During the war, however, Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand, South Africa, and India 
made such immense contributions in men and 
supplies toward the-common cause that they 
became directly represented on the Imperial War 
Cabinet. which in 1918 took charge of the con- 
‘ludine® stakes of the war. and on the British 
umpire delegation which went to Paris to nego- 
tiate the peace. They were also accorded rep- 
resentation in their own right on the League of 
Nations, and they formed part of. the British 
delegation at Washington, which drew up the 
agreement for the limitation of naval armament. 

As a result of this development it is now a 
cecmmonplace that the foreign policy of the 
impire must be One which all the nations will 
agree to support. But how are six nations scat- 
tered among the four corners of the globe to 
consult together with reasonable rapidity? And 
what is to happen when they cannot agree? The 
problem has not been very acute in the last few 
vears, because there was not much difference of 
Opinion about the reparations issue and the 
eonundrums involved were so complicated that 
the ordinary man was only too ready to leave 
them to the expert to deal with. 

But the events of the last few months have 
ended this tranquil period. The question of what 
permanent obligations, if any, Britain should 
assume toward Europe, can only be settled by 
deliberate agreement among the six nations, 
which now include Ireland, and at present there 
is a widé disagreement between them as to what 
the answer should be. Europe today is politically 
stabilized by the overwhelming military prepon- 
derance which the Allies have over Germany. 
“so long as that is maintained there is no im- 
mediate likelihoed of any violent attempt to 
upset the map of Europe as- established by 
treaty. But it is obvious that no great nation 
like the German will endure having the Rhine- 
land permanently occunied by foreigners or be- 
ing compelled to submit permanently to inferi- 
ority to its neighbors in armaments. What then 
is to take the place of the present system? 

The first attempt to find a substitute was the 
draft Geneva Protocol. Immediately, however, 
the British Government found that it could come 
to no conclusions about the protocol without 
the Consent of the dominions. It, therefore, 
proposed the assembling of an imperial confer- 
ence to thresh matters out. The dominions’ 
zoverninents have replied that owing to dis- 
tance their prime ministers cannot get away, 
and that the question must be settled by the far 
less effective method of cable and dispatch. The 
failure of the plan for an imperial conference 
does not matter very much, because it has be- 
eome clear that neither Great Britain nor the 
dominions are prepared to accept the liability 
to guarantee the settlement of the whole of 
Kurope which the signaturé of the protocol 
would involve. 

But the rejection of the protocol still leaves 
the question of European security unsolved. 
(jreat Britain is said to incline to the idea of 
zuaranteeing France against German aggres- 
sion, in return for a general agreement for the 
Hmitation of Furopean armaments. Will the 
dominions agree to share in that guarantee? 
if so, well and good. If not, what is to happen? 
If/Great Britain gives it and is called upon at 
some future time to implement it, the dominions 
may be faced with the alternatives of taking 
part in another European war or of severing 
their connection with the Empire. If she refuses 
to give it because the dominions will not in- 
dorse if, will it be possible to make a settlement 
of the problem of European security? 

There is the problem. It will be solved, as 
these problems are solved by sensible peoples, 
hy degrees. But it shows up well the greatest 
of the post-war internal questions which con- 
front the British nations. The issues which lie 
before the British Empire, indeed, are funda- 
-mentally very like those which confronted the 
thirteen original American states during the 
period of confederation. Then everything de- 
pended upon agreement and co-operation be- 
tween separate governments. The method sur- 
vived the war of independence but broke down 
afterward. It ended, however, not in chaos, 
but in the invention of the Ainerican Constitu- 
tion. Though the conditions are widely different, 
queerer things might happen than that the 
British problem should. be ultimately solved on 
analogous lines.

Bequests of large amounts for education or 
charity are nothing new, for more than a cen- 
tury ago Stephen Girard devoted his fortune to 
the establishment of a college that still flour- 
ishes: and the Sailors’ Snug Harbor home on 
Staten Island, N. Y., was richly endowed by the 
grant of the Randall farm, located in what is 
now a part of the business section of New York. 
Johns Hopkins, “Andrew Carnegie, John D. 
Rockefeller, are only a few among the names 
of rich Americans who have given largely for 
educational or philanthropic purposes, and each

to aid existing institutions, or create new ones. 
While this wise use of great fortunes is in 
itself highly commendable, and an example 
worth following by the many new “million- 
aires” of the past decade, the idea that finds 
expression in newspaper comments, to the 
effect that these gifts will serve to lessen the 
antagonism of employer and employed that is 
wrongly termed the conflict between Capital 
is hardly likely to find fulfillment. 
So far as the effort to furnish a basis, for a 
more equitable distribution of the world’s pro- 
duction of wealth is concerned, the conditions 
that give rise to labor conflicts are not materi- 
ally altered by the disposition of the employer's 
profits. What the spokesmen for Labor claim 
to be seeking is a practicable way for increas- 
ing Labor’s wage along with the greatly in- 
creased output of industry that makes immense 
fortunes possible. What that way will be may 
not clearly yet appear, but the search for it will 
not be halted by the benevolence of the rich 
philanthropist. .

There was tremendous opposition in the latter 

state to the adoption of the enforcement 

Statute. It was ratified only after a bitter con- 
test, and then by a narrow margin. 

It is interesting, in the face of this persistent 
opposition, to analyze the measure introduced in 
Massachusetts, which proposes the appropri- 
ation of $3,000,000 from the public treasury to 
be used in carrying into effect the terms of the 
pending act. It is not at all surprising that even 
the friends of law and order Gaim to see in this 
proposed prodigal expenditure a purpose to 
make the whole scheme of enforcement obnox- 
ious. In these times of high taxes and high living 
costs the people do not take kindly to any pro- 
posal to add to their already heavy burdens. It 
is not impossible, therefore, that those who, self- 
ishly cr otherwise, might desire to add to the 
somewhat large number of opponents of the pro- 
hibition law, may imagine that by an assault 
upon ihe public poc ketbook they may arouse 
sentiment in opposition to enforcement. 

Even Governor Fuller, who, when he was in- 
augurated a few days ago, declared himself 
unalterably committed to the task of law en- 
forcement, is quoted as believing the present re- 
sources of the State should be devoted to the 
task in hand before a more elaborate program is 
undertaken. It is there that the whole subject is 
Summed up. The present police force of Massa- 
chusetis is ample, properly directed and properly 
imbued, to bring every offender against the law 
to trinl. 

The police and law enforcement officers of the 

ynwealth are now being paid to do, and 
ymptly and impartially, just what the 
$5,000,000 is supposed to induce them, 
or otherg, todo. Perhaps it might be embarress- 
ing to some of those who are most critical of the 
attitude of enforcement officials to be asked just 
what they themselves, as individual law-abiding 
citizens, have done to aid the cause of law en- 
forcement. Many a one probably would be 
forced to admit that he has failed to complain 
of violations which have come to his notice. 
Some might even be obliged to acknowledge that 
they know of the existence of places where 
liquors are sold unlawfully. The establishment 
of a $5,000,000 fund would not induce a freer 
disclosure of these facts. The need at the 
moment seems to be a keener realization of the 
duty of individuals and officials, and courage to 
insist that society be protected from those who 
boast that they are its enemies.

The: French 
founding 


Parliament has approved the 
at Paris of an International Institute 
of Intellectual Co-opera- 
tion. A special commis- 
sion of the League of 
Nations accepted’ the 
generous French offer 
and the institute will, 
therefore, at an early 
date, be definitely housed 
in the French capital. 
Nobody can doubt that France has acquired, in 
the course of its long history, a genuine claim to 
be the nation which can properly offer to other 
nations hospitality of this kind. There is in- 
deed no suggestion that any country has taken 
umbrage at the choice of Paris instead of 
Geneva for this purpose. 

It is somewhat regrettable that influential 
French organs, animated by party bias, 
deplore the expense which will be incurred. They 
do not go so far as a member of the Chamber. 
who believes that the money could be better 
spent on the repair of the roads. Nevertheless 
they declare that sufficient organizations al- 
ready exist for the interchange of professors, of 
students, of artistic and other knowledge. Such 
criticism can well be ignored, because there did 
not exist, before the foundation of the Interna- 
tional Institute of Intellectual Co-operation, a 
body with the necessary authority and compe- 
tence to promote, as efficiently and as continu- 
ously as required, the exchange of ideas. 

There is nct the slightest need to depreciate 
the work of the Institute of France which has, 
for many years, elected foreign members and 
fostered relations with the savants’ of other 
countries. But obviously the Institute of France 
remains a French institution, and what was 
needed was an international organization. 

Another point that is made against the new 
internationai body which has its headquarters 
in. Paris is that the study of the methods of other 
countries may prove to be definitely harmful for 
a particular country. It was announced in Par- 
liament, for example, that a comparison of edu- 
cational systems as adopted by the different 
countries would be helpful and would result in 
the determination of the minimum intellectual 
The 
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Temps, commenting upon this, warns the French 
people to take care lest international scholarship 
should prove to be dangerous, its thesis being 
that each people lives and develops under special 
conditicus, economically and intellectually. Each 
people also has its own peculiar genius, and con- 
ditions which are in conformity with that genius. 
Therefore the creation of an _ international 
bureau of pedagogy is to run the risk of destroy- 
ing .a nation’s personality. 

Such an argument appears to be far-fetched. 
There is not the slightest desire to impose any 
kind of culture on amy nation. Nobody can seri- 
ously suppose that this will be the effect of a 
wider knowledge of the world, and a greater 
friendship among teachers and intellectual lead- 
ers of the various nations. 

There isalways a certain reaction of one coun- 
try upon another. But there is no more chance 
of a destruction of national individuality in 
the promotion of international friendships 
than of the destruction of personal individual- 
ity in the schools. The schools seem to make 
for uniformity, but it is a superficial uniformity. 
Men are diverse as ever and always will be. It 
is almost incredible that anybody can profess to 
see a peril in the growth of internationalism, 
and in an increasing knowledge by the various 
nations of the other’s ways and_ character. 
Nothing but good, it would seem, can come out 
of the new organization, and the French Gov- 
ernment is to be heartily congratulated on its 
initiative. 


Iven 
bleak January, with its north wind and its ac-

Those accustomed to the 
northern climate: -have 
no dread of even the 
coldest winter days.

To some who sit snugly indoors it recalis vears 
and seasons long past and gone, and scenes that 
Can never be reconstructed except in memory. 

To the somewhat more staid adventurer, the 
real pleasure which awaits is deferred until the 
day. Then he.goes forth into what seems almost 
to be a new world. Familiar landmarks have 
been submerged or disguised by the enveloping 
blanket, and the journey across the fields and 
pastures to the distant wood-lot seems like an 
excursion of discovery. Even the sugar bush, 
familiar enough at other times, takes on an 
almost unrecognizable contour. The sled and 
barrels used for hauling sap are buried beneath 
smooth coverings of white which distort them 
into strange shapes. The sugar-house itself, 
boarded tightly against casual invaders, seems 
to have become widened to half again its actual 
size. The dog which is the inquisitive com- 
panion of the adventuresome investigator seems 
bewildered at the strangeness of it all until his 
quick sense catches, by smell or sight, the pres- 
ence of a squirrel’s winter nest in a towering 
oak. A challenging bark brings a gray furry 
head and two bright eyes above the leaves of 
the snug retreat. An answering chatter defies 
attack by a mere land-bound quadruped. Squir- 
rels. one imagines, are glad that dogs are unable 
to climb trees. 

In an adjoining cornfield, where a few remain- 
ing shocks have been allowed to stand. and 
where they now seem destined to stay for many 
weeks, a colony of rabbits'has already beaten 
paths which lead from shelter to shelter. The 
denizens of this improvised village seem well pro- 
vided for. They worry not at all because of the 
much discussed high price of corn. A half dozen 
crows perched upon the bare limbs of neighbor- 
ing trees seem strangely indifferent to the pres- 
ence of the visitor and his dog. The suspicion 
is that thev have already breakfasted under the 
very eyes of the rabbits, and perhaps all the more 
sumptuously because they regard the little ani- 
mals as the natural guardians of the corn stores. 


Editorial Notes 


When a man such as Dr. Morris Fishbein. the 
editor of the Journal of the American Medical 
Association, publicly denounces the attitude of 
the press in giving almost unlimited space to the 
sensaticnal, though untrue, news of alleged dis- 
coveries of cures, it may be taken for granted 
that he has a pretty solid basis for his conten- 
tion. This stand Dr. Fishbein took the other 
day in an address before the American Society 
of Newspaper Editors, at Washington, on-which 
occasion he declared, referring to several of 
these alleged remedies, that “there is not an 
iota of really scientific evidence that any one of 
them is a specific treatment.” In drawing an 
unbiased conclusion on this subject, however, it 
is well to remember that practically always ithe 
originators of such methods of cure can point to 
patients who have apparently improved under 
their administration. Also many of the so-called 
specifics have countless failures to their credit. 
This being so, why is the one more, or less. 
“scientific” than the other? 
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Those who have eyes to see the advancing 
tendencies of the age will appreciate the signifi- 
cance of the general tenor of the speeches made 
at the recent session of the national conference 
on the cause and cure of war, in which extraor- 
dinary emphasis was laid on the influence of féar 
as a major factor in the engendering of hostili- 
ties. Une speaker actually went so far as to 
declare that “fear of another man’s fear” was 
a new passion that must today be dealt with in 
a peace program. Almost endless possibilities 
arise from such a standpoint, for as Wadsworth 
wrote, in Peter Bell, “Fear hath a hundred eves 
that all agree to plague her beating heart.’ And 
why? Simply because the world has conspired 
to forget that wonderful admonition of Scrip- 
ture, “There is no fear in love; but perfect love 
casteth out fear.”

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Though the san had barely shown itself over a low 
hill. the life of the desert nomads was in full swing.

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“British Trade Unionism on Trial 
To the Editor of The Christlan Science Monitor 

Your editorial of Dec. 12, entitled “British 
Unionism-on Trial,” asks some pertinent questions which 
have been prominently before me at certain times, and 
some suggestions as to the direction in which a solution 
may be found seem opportune. 

To take one of your questions: Why is it that a good 
workman cannot work as hard as he likes and produce 
to his utmost capacity, thereby both earning a higher 
wage and cheapening the article produced? 

This is a question which has to be answered by both 
both masters and men. Several 
vears before the war the writer commenced his career 
us an electrical engineer in a London workshop, and this 
was one among other qucstions which provided food for 
thought and inquiry. 

At that time piece-work was in vogue. It seemed 
at first sight that a smart man might earn a much ;;reater 
wage than a slow or idle man. but there were forces at 
play to prevent this result. In the early days of this 
kvstem some men did receive very high wages weekly, 
but the employers argued that those men were earning 
too much (in some cases the employers were right in all 
the circumstances, but in other cases they were wrong) 
and therefore reduced the piece-work rate and at the 
same time they began to dismiss the less skilled men 
whose lower earnings shower them to be inefficient. 

At first the efficient men tricd by working harder to 
maintain their earnings, only to find the process repeated 
until it became difficult to earn appreciably more than 
anormal wage. 

The natural result was that when a fresh operation 
had to be performed care was taken that the rate fixed 
at the outset should enable the normal wage to be earned 
with less than the normal endeavor, and further induce- 
ment to this end came from the slower men, who were 
keen to see that the new operation was one which would 
not involve them in dismissal. 

Faced by these two compulsions the highly skilled man 
surrendered to superior force, and the speed of all tended 
to fall to the speed of the slowest. Thus arose one phase 
of the limitation of output which trades unions maintain 
today, but for which they are not wholly to blame. 

You report Mr. J. R. Clynes’ denial that any share of 
the blame for the high cost of production attaches to 
trades unionism, and also Sir A. Geddes’ statement that 
this gigh cost is restricting foreign trade. We shall begin 
to make progress toward lower production costs when 
all the parties cease to blame one another but get together 
to honestly fathom out and deal with the causes. 

A more complete examination of the cost of production 
reveals other factors to be dealt with. Broadly speaking, 
this cost comprises wazes, material, and overhead 
charges. 

The rate of wages is in many trades adjustable 
according to variations in the cost of living, so that the 
cost of food and clothing has its influence on the cost

reduced production costs to insure that food and clothing 
are retailed at reasonable prices, and there is now 
Government inquiry into this side of the question. Thi- 
will involve possibly a cutting out of unnecessary inte 
mediate transactions, that the added costs betwee 
producer and consumer may be a’ minimum and the 
Golden Rule must operate all along the line.
